* RUDI GUTENDORF (Coach) Has brought a breath of fresh 
air to Australian soccer since his appointment as national 
coach two years ago. A firm believer in attack being the best 
form of defence. Formerly in charge of Kevin Keegan’s old 
club, Hamburg, before his move Down-Under. Determined to 
lead Australia to the 1982 World Cup Finals in Spain. 


* LES SCHEINFLUG (Assistant Coach) A top player in 
Australia before he turned to coaching 12 years ago. Assistant 
coach to Rale Rasic when they competed in the 1974 World 
Cup Finals in West Germany. Has achieved considerable suc- 
cess as a club coach with Marconi taking them to the League 
title last year and the Philips Cup this year.
